FOR  THE  YEAR  1942. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Nineteen  forty-two  from  a health  point  of  view  would  appear 
to  have  been  satisfactory.  The  health  of  mothers  and  children, 
both  the  pre-school  and  school  child,  have  in  no  way  suffered  in 
spite  of  rationing  due  to  war-time  conditions.  The  provision  of 
milk  and  vitamins,  together  with  school  meals,  either  free  or  at 
cost  price,  have  materially  helped  to  maintain  this  standard. 

There  is  practically  no  unemployment  in  the  area,  so  that 
the  standard  of  living  has  been  raised. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles,  which  was  universal 
throughout  the  country,  the  incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases 
was  less  than  in  1941.  The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
scarlet  fever  were  practically  halved.  There  were  202  cases  of 
diphtheria  compared  with  409  in  1941.  Five  deaths  occurred, 
none  of  these  cases  having  been  previously  immunized.  Records 
are  available  that  at  least  twelve  children  who  contracted  the 
disease  had  been  previously  immunized.  None  of  the  other  cases 
had  received  previous  protection. 

The  number  of  children  immunized  against  diphtheria  during 
the  year  was  3,095,  making  a total  number  of  children  immunized 
of  5,028,  representing  45%  children  under  school  age  and  33% 
children  from  5-15  years. 

Immunization  continues  both  in  school  and  at  special  clinics, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a further  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  diph- 
theria will  shortly  be  realized.  A special  nurse  was  appointed  in 
September,  1942,  to  run  the  immunization  scheme. 

Although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  tuberculosis,  most  marked  in  the  non-respiratory  type  of 
infection,  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  was  considerably 
less.  It  will  be  interesting  to  note  whether  the  incidence  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  is  reduced  when  milk  becomes  compulsorily 
pasteurised. 


Taking  advantage  of  the  offer  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  to  utilize  gas  cleansing  stations,  a cleansing  station  with 
disinfestor  was  established  in  November  for  the  purpose  of  dealing 
particularly  with  cases  of  scabies.  Patients  may  be  referred 
through  the  School  Medical  or  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Service  or  from  private  practitioners.  Good  results  have  been 
obtained  from  the  benzyl  benxoate  treatment,  which  has  very 
kindly  been  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Health 
Visitors  in  the  area.  The  personnel  of  the  Civil  Defence  Services 
refused  to  co-operate  in  this  work  when  asked  to  do  so.  A special 
nurse  has  now  been  appointed  to  undertake  this  work. 

Another  Day  Nursery  was  opened  in  October  by  the  Lan- 
cashire County  Council,  making  a total  of  two  in  the  area.  Both 
nurseries  are  full  to  capacity  with  waiting  lists  for  admission. 
The  average  attendance  at  each  nursery  is  very  good,  and  the 
health  of  the  children  in  attendance  satisfactory. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
warmest  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  for 
their  loyalty  and  co-operation.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

In  my  remarks  accompanying  last  year's  report  I mentioned 
that  much  of  the  gross  overcrowding  was  being  abated  by  the 
return  of  unofficial  evacuees  to  their  own  home  and  town.  Happily 
this  was  continued  during  1942  and  during  that  period  it  is  rather 
remarkable  that  our  population  decreased  be  nearly  nine  per  cent. 

I note  with  pleasure  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
thanks  the  County  Health  Visitors  for  their  work  on  cleansing 
of  Scabies  cases.  I had  much  to  do  with  the  scheme  generally, 
and  though  the  prevalance  of  Scabies  was  rather  high  the  Health 
Visitors  tackled  the  job  in  a forthright  manner.  They  found  the 
cases,  treated  them,  and  cured  them. 

As  time  goes  on  it  becomes  quite  obvious  that  when  the 
conditions  are  opportune  much  building  of  new  houses  will  be 
necessary,  and  perhaps  to  a greater  degree  the  necessity  of  re- 
pairing existing  houses.  There  is  at  present  a great  national 
outer}/  for  new  and  better  houses.  I would  feel  inclined  on 
occasions  to  add  another  tag  : “ and  better  tenants.”  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  there  are  so  many  people  who  fail  to  enjoy  to  the 
full  the  advantages  of  a modern  house,  through  sheer  shiftlessness 
and  a failure  to  appreciate  the  value  of  ordinary  cleanliness  in 
everyday  life. 

During  the  year  the  supply  of  milk  has  not  been  all  that 
could  be  desired  as  to  quality,  and  the  sooner  raw  milk  has  a 
definite  standard  of  cleanliness  fixed,  no  matter  where  produced, 
the  better  it  will  be  for  all  concerned. 

The  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Department  is  fairly  well 
defined  in  the  several  tables  set  out  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
Report.  Food  shops  have  had  special  attention  and  considering 
the  conditions  obtaining  in  connection  with  the  transport  systems 
generally  I think  complaints  about  food  have  been  remarkably 
few. 

A national  campaign  is  now  being  waged  against  the  rat 
menace  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  complaints, 
in  this  connection,  will  be  fewer.
